Long time we have. brooded over the new 
reservoir. But it seems from a communica- 
tion sent by the President of the Croton Aque- 
duct Board to the Mayor, that there is nothing 
which the City can now do towards its con- 
struction without waste. “There is, how- 
ever,” he adds, “a considerable amount of 
work to be done in the Eighth-avenue, in ex- 
cavating the trench forsthe new main, Which 
is to be brought from the upper. reservoir to 
supply the western portion of the City. This 
work could be done now, and most: advan- 
tageously to the interests of the City, provid- 
ed the restriction of the 12th séction of the 
+ amended Charter (which: prohibits any expen- 
diture of money in an amount exceeding $250, 
unless by contract,) could in any manner be 
obviated.”

for this emergency. 

This is no.timeto parley about the cheapest 
way of securing metropolitan improvements. 
No matter if the days.begin late and end early. 
No matter if men cannot work to the best ad- 
vantage now: ‘Let work be given out. Let 
good wages be given—not the best, perhaps, 
lest workmen be tempted to rush in from the 
country to do the work. 

They say that “they who are so noisy for 
work are not the best workmen; .that’ they 
want thé highest. wages. and will’ do their 
work-tmt poorly if set at it.” Try them. If. 


‘they are poor workmen discharge thém and 


get better ones. But humanity pleads for the 
giving.out of ach jobs as can be-taken tp 
at once, and wise policy certainly would indi- 
cate that the City should get its work done 
at a disadvantage rather than add to its bur- 
den of pauperism, and thrust down, into the 
degradation of the charity-fed, men who lack 
nothing but work to:take care of themselves. 

But misfortunes thicken. Yesterday the 
merchants had.ameeting, and resolved that 
they could not longer pay the present prices 
of laborers about the wharves and upon the 
‘shipping. Hard: news ‘this: for the laborers, 
and upon its heels all advice will be but un- 

received. All’ last. Spring la-- 
bor had capital under its thumb. It dic-' 
tated “higher. wages .and it got .them,— 
not willingly indeed; but it got them. Now . 
the Hard. Times. has both capital and 
Labor under its thumb, .and . Capitalists, 
in self-defence, insist that they can fo more 
afiord.to. pay the late high prices, than the 
laborers can to receive the low rates of which 
they coniplained a year ago. ‘The pressure 
we must not forget is equally upop all, the 
rich and the poor. Compel employers to stick 
by your old terms and they fail, dragging in 
their ruin each a hundred others. Does not 
the pressure of the times warrant to the 
sticklers for high wages an abandonment, 
temporarily, of their claims! Is it now dis- 
honorable to compromise? “When the Com- 
modore in the Brooklyn Navy- Yard announced 
that workmen must take less. wages or none 
at all, we blamed the Government, which is 
rich and: could afford ‘to be: the: last, that it 
-should be among the first to. increase the 
prevalent distress by cutting down wages. 
Are we not right in urging men now to work 
for what they can get, when to get work at all 
is so difficult? ‘Or is the old maxim wrong,’ 
and is *half.a loaf” no “better than no 
bread?” 

Meanwhile, be it feapeinpered that the agri- 
cultural interest suffers no distress. Labor 
is in demand upon the farms all about us. 
‘We hear “it ‘from all quarters—the call for 
help at good paying prices. The land is not 
cursed. ‘Farmers grow rich this year as last, 


and the products ‘of the fields have seldom” 


netted. more to their. cultivators than now. 
The bint should be heeded by those who can 
get into the-country. Not all can~ do it, and 
we would be duly mindful of this fact as we 
it.
